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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The health conditions of the town for the past year 
have been unusually favorable. Only two cases of conta- 
gious diseases have occurred during the year, one of scarlet- 
ina and one of measles, and one case of nuisance has 
been complained of. 

The State Laboratory of Hygiene has been at work 
the past year largely on the investigation of food adultera- 
tion and all dealers in food products are to be warned 
against dangerous, unhealthful or swindling adulterations 
offered for sale. 

The law of the state prohibiting the adulteration or 
sale of unwholesome food products is very strict and any 
known violations of it should be reported to the proper 
authorities. 

The reports of the State Laboratory of unwholesome 
and dangerous preservatives found in oysters, sausage and 
canned goods of all kinds, sawdust in cereals, coloring mat- 
ter in goods put up in glass, etc., etc., make decidedly in- 
teresting reading. 

Of 549 samples examined the past year 31.3 per cent 
were adulterated. 

Samples of milk from the cans of our retail dealers 
were sent to the laboratory last summer and all were found 
above the required standard. 

Our water supply is declared to be of the very highest 
quality.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD, 


In order to maintain a school year of the usual length, 
we have been obliged to increase the deficit somewhat, that 
has existed at the close of each fiscal year since the state 
law made it incumbent on usto provide free high school 
privileges for Henniker pupils. 

The amount in the treasurer’s hands at the annual set- 
tlement in February has proved insufficient to meet the ob- 
ligations attendant upon the winter term of the High, 
Grammar and Primary schools, and the Board has been 
compelled to negotiate a temporary loan to be repaid from 
the appropriation made at the annual meeting. Two win- 
ters in succession requiring unusual expense for fuel and 
the shrinkage in tuition receipts due to the establishment 
of a High School at Contoocook are sufficient to account 
for the slight increase of this deficiency over that of recent 
years. As our income arising from tuitions from other 
towns will be even less in the future than during the past 
year, it would seem necessary to increase by several hun- 
dred dollars our appropriation, shorten our schools or hire 
cheaper teachers. We cannot reduce the length of our 
high school but a single week without losing the approval 
of our State Superintendent, and thus becoming liable for 
the tuition of our pupils out of town, should they elect to 
attend elsewhere. 

Justice to our division schools, that have done such ex- 
celleut work the past year, ought to preclude the idea of 
lessening privileges that are too small already. The third 
expedient, that of cheapening the teaching service is more 
unworthy of consideration than the others for we have 
found it dificult to retain desirable teachers more than one 
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or two years, and with our salary list in the high school at 
its present basis we can only hope to maintain it a training 
school for other more favored localities. 

We ought, if possible and expedient, if we are to con- 
tinue a high school that shall rank with similar institutions 
in neighboring towns, to be able to make its salary list, at 


least $1800 per year, and $2000 could be advantageously 
used; this sum would give us relatively no better privileges 
than we had ten years ago. 

Under normally healthful conditions, we believe that 
we are receiving no better results either present or prospec- 
tive, from the application of public funds than from those 
expended for schools. 

But whatever is raised, and whoever expends it, it is 
beyond the bounds of reason to look for uniformly success- 
ful results. 

Schools, like nations, towns and individuals, have their 
rise and fall, their successes and their failures. 

The cost of text books and supplies will be found to be 
in excess of some past years, a general advance in price of 
paper and the fact that a new series of readers has been in- 
troduced will explain this. Sufficient supplies are now “on 
hand in most lines to meet the average requirement of the 
rest of the school year. 

The passage of a state law requiring the annual enum- 
eration in October, by the truant officer, of the children be- 
tween the ages of 5 and 16 has required the employment of 
a special agent to perform what had previously been done 
- by the Selectmen in April. John O. Boody, as truant officer, 
found the number of boys of the age required attending 
school to be 88, not attending 14, number of girls attending 
74, not attending 8. Of the 22 pupils reported as not attend- 
ing most were between five and six and had not yet entered 
upon school life.

Report of Building Committee of Tucker Free 
Library. 7 


To the voters and tax payers of Henniker, we submit the 
following report: 

April 6th, 1903, your committee visited Randolph, Vt., 
and Pittsfield, N. H., April 18th, 1903. We also visited 
Jaffrey and Peterboro for the purpose of getting an idea of 
what we required for a building for a library that would be 
best adapted to our requirements. We were much pleased 
with the one at Randolph, also the one at Jaffrey, and 
_ found upon inquiry that the same architect designed both: 
We theti decided to correspond with him, Mr. Francis of 
Fitchburg. Mass. 

The result was that, after a member of the committee 
visited him and explained what kind of a building we 
wanted, he drew up a rough sketch and presented it to the 
full board with details. The result was that we engaged 
him to make the plans and specifications and draw up a 
contract. We then submitted the contract for bids with 
the following result: 

Nashua Granite Co., $14,645.86; Head & Dowst, $15,- 
685.00; Hutchinson Building Co., $16,800.00; Maguire & 
Penniman, $19,000.00; §. S. & H. N. Lawrence, $15,337.00; 
C. H. Ingham, $1,195.00; Wiley & Foss, $17,277.20; J. 
D. Littlefield, $14,500.00 

These bids were for simply building the building, 
The grading, heating and plumbing and electric lighting 
were not considered. We found we were getting beyond 
our means and must scale down the price in some way. 
Pressed brick was changed to Number 1 common brick and 
several other changes were made from the original contract 
and submitted to the two lowest bidders, which resulted in 
awarding the contract to the Nashua Granite Co. of Nash- 
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ua, N. H., so that the cost of the building should come 
within the appropriation. We think the work has been 
done well and that we have a good, substantial building. 
Mr. French, the executor, has furnished the funds as needed 
so that we have met our bills promptly. A full report will 
be made when the building is completed.
